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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In a prior response, applicant argued that Bruning 
does not teach that "the first and second display devices divisionally display an image." In the final office action, examiner objected to the 
drawings because the drawing do not show first and second display devices divisionally display an image. The examiner argued that how 
the first and second devices divisionally display an image is neither defined in the specification nor shown in the drawing. After noting tha 
the claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow, examiner concluded that Bruning teaches the first and second 
display devices may display the same image. The presenter has the option of allowing all parties to enter markings altering the electronic 
presentation image to include newly manually drawn material or the presenter may divisionally display the image so that the attendees 
entries are blocked or do not alter the permanent image of the electronic presentation. In response to the final action, applicant argues 
that drawing show that how the image is transferred to the first and second display device and repeats the prior argument that Bruning 
does not teach that "the first and second display devices divisionally display an image. Applicant neither explains what is meant by 
"divisionally display an image", shows where in the specification or drawings that such divisionally display is explained or illustrated, nor 
attempts to counter examiner's interpretation of Bruning that the presenter may divisionally display the image. Thus, examiner's prima 
facie rejection remains unrebutted. 
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
